Plagued by on-going over¬ 
night business site false 
alarms, the Romulus City 
Council voted to toughen the 
false alarm law with heavier 
fees for police-fire department 
responses. 

Mayor William Oakley said 
police department officials 
have urged such new cost fac¬ 
tors to entice local business 
firm owners and managers to 
keep their fire alarm systems 
in good order. 

It was felt that many of the 
overnight false alarms at 
empty business and industry 
offices were caused by systems 
that are not kept in good oper¬ 
ational cycles. 

Both police and fire teams 
respond to such calls and tie- 
up public safety personnel, 
when no business officials are 
on site, Oakley said.

mak also expressed concerns 
that police and fire fighters 
could be called out to such a 
site, when a real emergency 
develops somewhere else in 
the city. 

Councilman William Crova 
said when business operations 
don’t keep their alarm equip¬ 
ment in good repair, the false 
alarm calls also irk other city 
residents, who live nearby. 

Thus the city has intro¬ 
duced fee changes that would 
charge a business $100 for the 
third false alarm call in a cal¬ 
endar year, $200 for the fourth 
through sixth false alarm and 
$400 for the seventh or higher 
false alarm in a calendar year. 

All of the city councilmen in 
attendance -- William Wad¬ 
sworth was absent -- agreed 
that the fees were moderate, 
but could encourage better up¬ 
keep of local business alarm 
systems particularly with win¬ 
ter weather approaching. 


The council will have to 
vote again on the ordinance 
update, before it becomes law 
in coming weeks. 

In other council actions, fi¬ 
nal approval was voiced for an 
amended ordinance governing 
automobile service station op¬ 
erations. 

The law change regulates 
and controls the problems of 
noise, odor, light, fumes, vibra¬ 
tions, dust, traffic congestion 
and any dangers of fire and ex¬ 
plosion. 

With the approval of the or¬ 
dinance changes, now no exist¬ 
ing service station will be 
allowed to structurally alter its 
premises to provide a lesser 
degree of conformity with the 
law’s provisions. 

In addition any new service 
station also must comply with 
the new regulations.

The high-flying undefeated 
Romulus Eagles varsity foot¬ 
ball squad will take on a tough 
Haslett team at 7:30 Friday 
night, with the winner entering 
the state’s semi-finals the fol¬ 
lowing week.

Judge nyforcem 
of deep well 
fame, defeated

Saved horse joins in 
Homecoming Parade 


Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Claudia House Morcom, 
who gained fame in Romulus 
in recent years by issuing deci¬ 
sions in favor of the city in its 
long battle with Environmen¬ 
tal Disposal Systems over the 
deepwell issue, lost her re- 
election bid last week. 

Morcom was the only incum¬ 
bent in the Third Circuit Court 
to lose her bid to keep her 
bench this year. 

Ironically a Romulus candi¬ 
date - Sheila Gibson Manning 
— was elected to replace Mor¬ 
com. 

Manning outpolled Morcom 
by about 4,000 area wide, 
169,813 for Manning to 165,837 
for Morcom. In Romulus Man¬ 
ning topped Morcom 1,637 to 
1,433. 


Romulus voters apparently 
didn’t realize Morcom was in 
the midst of the 22 candidates 
for the Circuit Court and gave 
her a limited vote. 

R.R Lilly, a spokesperson 
for RECAP (the Romulus 
based anti-deep-well pressure 
group) expressed shock over 
Morcom’s loss. 

“I’m extremely disap¬ 
pointed over Morcom’s loss 
and not only because of her 
deep-well decisions. She had 
as much ability as any judge 
sitting in that courthouse to¬ 
day. 

“I was impressed because 
she didn’t make instant deci¬ 
sions. She always did her 
homework on any case she 
handled,” Lilly concluded. 

No comment was forwarded 
by EDS, but the deep-well 
company is currently appeal¬ 
ing her decision.

Religious youth more likely 
to lead healthier lives today

Michigan teen-agers (and 
others across the U.S.) who at¬ 
tend religious services and be¬ 
lieve that religion is important 
are more likely to lead health¬ 
ier lives than those who ignore 
such practices. 

That opinion was developed 
by University of Michigan re¬ 
searchers after questioning 
5,000 high school seniors about 
their religious participation 
and their high risk behaviors. 

“Religious youth are less 
likely to engage in behaviors 


Highly religious teens 
are less likely to drink 
and drive... 


that compromise their health 
and are more likely to behave 
in ways that enhance their 
health,” revealed John M. Wal¬ 
lace, U-M assistant professor 
of social work. 

Highly religious teens - 
about one third of those ques¬ 
tioned - are less likely to drink 
and drive, use tobacco or mari¬ 
juana, carry a weapon or get 


into fights, Wallace said. 

These teens also are more 
likely to wear seatbelts, eat a 
healthy diet, exercise regu¬ 
larly and get adequate sleep. 

Wallace expressed surprise 
that so little research has gone 
into the religion-health issues. 

“The fact that churches, syn¬ 
agogues and mosques have 
regular access to adolescents, 
their families and their peers, 
suggests that religious institu¬ 
tions are a potentially impor¬ 
tant, albeit often ignored, ally 
in the nation’s efforts to pro¬ 
mote the health of today’s 
youth and tomorrow’s adults.

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Election results not 
kind to GOP hopefulls 


Last week’s General Election produced a 
number of major surprises, nationally and 
locally. At the top, Republicans did not bene¬ 
fit from the Monica and Bill opera Instead, 
they lost five congressional seats, making 
their slim majority in Congress even slimmer 
and dashing all hopes to impeach President 
Clinton. 

Equally surprising nationally was the gu¬ 
bernatorial race in Minnesota where a magic 
name in the land of 10,000 Lakes, Humphrey, 
was defeated, not by his Republican oppo¬ 
nent, but by a third party Third party candi¬ 
date Jesse Ventura, former World Wrestling 
Federation wrestler with the nickname “The 
Body,” is now governor Ventura, an assistant 
high school football coach, when asked 
what’s his agenda to make Minnesota better, 
laughingly said that he doesn’t know what his 
game plan is to defeat his arch-rival high 
school team Friday night, let alone have a 
plan to better the entire state. At least the 
wrestler-tumed-politician appears to be hon¬ 
est 

Locally, the Republicans also took a beat¬ 
ing. Melissa, McLaughlin, Canton trustee 
running to replace Bruce Patterson as one of 
only two Republican commissioners on the 
Wayne board, was surprisingly defeated bv 
upstart Wayne resident John Sullivan. Sul¬ 
livan is the same guy that defeated three hard- 
charging opponents in tne primary witnout 
even mustering a campaign. His campaign 
for the general election, however, was very 
public and very effective as he whipped 
McLaughlin by a wide 56 percent to 44 mar¬ 
gin. 

Two of the GOP’s brightest stars were 
handed scares, although they are still in 
business. State Senator Loren Bennett, ex¬ 
pected to win handily, squeaked by Wayne 
IVlayor Kenneth Warfield by 2.5 percentage 
points. State Representative-elect Bruce Pat¬ 
terson, who was a virtual shoo-in represent¬ 



ing a mostly Re¬ 
publican dis¬ 
trict, only won 
by a six percent 
margin over an 
opponent who 
made very little 
effort to cam¬ 
paign. 

On the flipside, 34th District Court Candi¬ 
date Norman Kohlstrand was heavily sup¬ 
ported by the UAW and NAACR but was 
thrashed by a 2-1 margin. Winner, Brian Oak¬ 
ley, a Republican who had to overcome a pos¬ 
sible conflict of interest because his father is 
mayor of Romulus, was clearly the nonparti¬ 
san choice in this race. 

Despite claims to the contrary, this election 
perpetuates the reality the UAW and Ed Mc¬ 
Namara continue to rule the roost in Western 
Wayne County. We keep hearing that all these 
big, beautiful new homes in Canton, Van Bu- 
ren and the like bring conservative Republi¬ 
cans as occupants. Far the last three years I 
have heard that Rivers, DeHart, and other 
Democrats are vulnerable targets that are 
sure to lose to their Republican counterparts 
because the area is more elephant than don¬ 
key. 

Each election proves otherwise. The UAW 
has an ability to get members out to vote. I 
have not seen better And nice guy McNama¬ 
ra is everyone’s grandfather.

Lowell Boileau preserves Detroit 


Puffs of golden smoke rise 
from Hudson’s on the homepage 
of talented Detroit artist Lowell 
Boileau’s fantastic website, “The 
Ruins of Detroit” 

Boileau’s camera perfectly 
captured the midaftemoon sun¬ 
light brightening the innards of 
Detroit’s most graceful store as 
dynamite blew it apart; and if you 

have an Internet connection, you 
can see this picture located at 
http://bhere.conVruinsTiome.htm. 

You can see also dozens of pic¬ 
tures of abandoned and gutted 
buildings standih^in this once 
great city turned to sad memories. 

While most of us have either 
turned their backs on Detroit or, 
in the case of certain Wayne 
County politicians, Detroit edu- 
crats, and government employees, 
sought to profit off its misery, 
Boileau celebrates what remains 
of the city’s former grandeur. 

To Boileau, Detroit’s ruins can 
be compared to Rome or Athens’s 
ruins, which “tourists behold . . . 
with awe and wonder.” In con¬ 
trast, Detroit’s “vast and history 
laden ruin site passes unnoticed, 
even despised, into obliviou” 

To bring awareness to Detroit, 
Boileau assembled a collection of 
haunting pictures of Detroit to 
guide visitors “on a tour through 
the fabulous and vanishing ruins 
of [his] beloved Detroit” 

Thanks to the interactive na¬ 
ture of the ’Net, you can begin 
your tour anywhere. I started with 
a picture of the collapsing Ran¬ 
som Gillis House, a rambling red 



Romanesque house with a shin¬ 
gled conical tower still pointing 
skyward. This house was built in 
the 19th Century on the comer of 
Alfred and John R. According to 
Boileau, “Detroit’s upper class 
built sumptuous residences on 
the outskirts of the city which to¬ 
day lay deep within the urban 
sprawl. These ruins may be seen 
today in the Brush Park area and 
along Trumbull Avenue north of 
Grand River Avenue.” 

From the crumbling 19th Cen¬ 
tury homes, I browsed over to De¬ 
troit’s industrial ruins. Most 
prominent was “The Factory That 
Changed the World,” the remains 
of Henry Fbrd’s Model T Automo¬ 
bile Plant on Piquette Street in 
Highland Park, which is still par¬ 
tially used as a warehouse. 

Built in 1909, it once produced 
1000 “Tin Lizzies” a day. It was the 
home of the moving assembly 
line. According to Boileau, “the 
world beat a path to its door fuel¬ 
ing the second industrial revolu¬ 
tion and catapulting Detroit to 
wealth and fame. ... It ceased 
production in the 1970’s. It has 
suffered greatly from neglect and 
faces an uncertain future.” 

The site also includes sections 
on downtown ruins and neighbor¬ 


hood ruins. 

A work of art, the site works on 
an emotional level. It startles the 
visitor with a sense of Detroit’s 
former beauty. 

It also has a few purposes: to 
encourage the preservation of De¬ 
troit’s remaining treasures; to 
stimulate interest in the city; and 
to explain how the ruins oc¬ 
curred. 

Boileau blames the “dispersal 
of the population of Detroit in the 
years following World War II 
[which] triggered a chain of down¬ 
ward spiraling dominoes. Less 
people of less means remained. 
Less taxes collected resulted in 
less services and a diminished 
quality of life and security. 

’’Neighborhood libraries 
closed. Fire stations and schools 
were consolidated, then closed. 
Small businesses failed and none 
took their place. Roads and walk¬ 
ways fell into disrepair More peo¬ 
ple moved away and a new line of 
dominoes begin to tumble.” 

He links the destruction to an 
event, the city’s sale of its “mass 
transit system of interlinked 
street railway cars [that] was ef¬ 
fected in the 1950’s when the re¬ 
maining cars were sold to Mexico 
City” 

Whatever caused the death of 
a great city, it’s great that 
Boileau’s pictures captured the 
glory of its ghost

Buffalo Soldier display to open

New displays on the Buffalo 
Soldier (1866-1912) will open 
Saturday at the Charles H. 
Wright Museum of African 
American History in Detroit. 

The exhibits will leave in 
January for stops across the 
U.S. and end in Chicago in July 
2-Aug. 20, 2000. 

African American soldiers 
in unprecedented numbers 
served in the U.S. Army on the 
Western Frontier during the 
late 19th century. 

As members of the 9th and 
10th Calvary and the 24th and 
25th Infantry Regiments were 
the first African Americans in 
our nation’s history to serve in 
the regular peacetime army. 

The first known Buffalo Sol¬ 
diers served between July 1866 
and April 1867, six regiments 
of black soldiers...many who 
were veterans of the U.S. Col¬ 
ored Troops from the Civil 
War. 


They were organized as the 
9th and 10th Calvary and con¬ 
sisted of approximately 1,000 
men each. Their duties were 
not limited to fighting...as they 
built and rebuilt many army 
posts, strung miles of tele¬ 
graph wire, parolled the U.S. 
Mexican border, escorted set¬ 
tlers, cattle herds and railroad 
crews. 

The Buffalo soldiers also re¬ 
portedly served in the the 
Spanish American War and 
the Philippine Insurrection. 

Before these regiments 
were organized, blacks were 
allowed to serve in the army 
only in wartime. 

According to legend, the sol- 
iders of the 9th and 10th Cal¬ 
vary Regiments were first 
called “Buffalo Soliders” by 
Native Americans, because 
their tight, curly hair and their 
fighting spirit reminded the 
Indian of the buffalo. 

The soldiers accepted the 
name as a term of respect and 
honor. The name is still ap¬ 


plied today to U.S. Army units 
that are linear descendants of 
the original buffalo soldiers. 

Some of the Buffalo Sol¬ 
diers reportedly served with 
Teddy Roosevelt and charged 
up San Juan Hill in the Span¬ 
ish American War. 

Anthony Powell checked 
with such soldiers years ago 
and found they served with 
pride of uniform, of camara¬ 
derie, brotherhood and friend¬ 
ship. 

Powell has since dedicated 
his life to preserving the col¬ 
lective memory of the Buffalo 
Soldiers. 

His collection is probably 
the largest privately held col¬ 
lection dedicated to African 
American soldiers in the coun¬ 
try. Five etchings by Frederick 
Remington also are in the col¬ 
lection.

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Sullivan’s slim win upheld

A heavy straight Democratic 
ticket balloting in Romulus 
helped John Sullivan of 
Wayne, defeat GOP candidate 
Melissa McLaughlin last week 
by a scant 47 votes. 

There has been no call by 
McLaughlin for a recount in 
the tight election returns. 

Romulus election officials 
recorded that 2,082 Democrats 
and 560 Republicans voted the 
straight party ticket last Tues¬ 
day, giving Sullivan a major 
boost in district balloting. 

Many election observers 
called Sullivan’s win an upset, 
since they felt that McLaughlin 
would have held on to much of 
Bruce Patterson’s support for 
the western Wayne County 
Commissioner’s seat. 

Patterson nixed seeking his 
commission seat again this 
year and opted instead to seek 
a state representative seat, 
which he ultimately won. 

Romulus totals showed Sul¬ 
livan pulled 3,673 in the city 
compared to 1,505 for 
McLaughlin. 

But the straight party ballot-

ing in Romulus and several 
other communities, almost 
cost Sen. Loren Bennett (R- 
Canton) a seat in the state’s 
legislature. 

Bennett was able to hold on 
to the district seat, despite fal¬ 
ling behind Wayne Mayor Ken¬ 
neth Warfield in Romulus, 
3,512-2,017. 

The voting had ballot 
watchers state “the Reagan 
Revolution is over!” What they 
were referring to is that Re¬ 
agan was able to invade labor 
voting areas in the ‘80s, but la¬ 
bor (at least in Wayne County) 
has strongly returned to the 
Democratic fold nationally. 

The other observation that 
was buzzed about the election 
elite is “I guess maybe RECAP 


(the citizens’ power group op¬ 
posed to the deepwell project 
in Romulus) failed to gamer 
much support for either Ben¬ 
nett or Judge Claudia House 
Morcom (who lost her bid for 
re-election). 

Morcom’s decisions in the 
city’s favor on the deepwell is¬ 
sue, severely stymied any 
deepwell action in Romulus in 
the past few years. Her deci¬ 
sions were warmly embraced 
by RECAP members - but her 
election effort apparently was 
overlooked by those same 
members. 

Twenty incumbents and two 
challengers battled it out for 
the Circuit Court benches this 
year. Morcom and one chal¬ 
lenger lost out in that effort. 

She proved to be the only 
Third Circuit Judge incum¬ 
bent to lose last week. 

Sullivan disclaimed the 
straight party line as the main 
reason for his victory. 

“I always thought it would 
be close....like a 1,000 vote dif- 
ference....but nothing like the 
47 votes it turned out to be,” 
Sullivan said a day after the 
election. 

He like McLaughlin didn’t

know the results of the tight 
election count until the ab¬ 
sentee ballots were listed for 
the city of Belleville. Those 
votes gave him the slim victory 
and McLaughlin a crushing de¬ 
feat. 

The young Wayne lawyer de¬ 
clared “I just can’t wait to get 
into my commissioner’s office 
in Detroit and begin working 
on road improvements and 
problems relating to Detroit 
Metro Airport noise.” 

He promises to send district 
residents an open letter prior 
to his taking office...”so they 
will be fully aware of how to 
contact me in the next two 
years.”

This vehicle was rated for the 
1999 model year as Best Compact 
Pickup in Initial Quality by J.D. 
Power and Associates. This vehi¬ 
cle is being produced in the USA 
at the Modern and award Win¬ 
ning Smyrna, Tennessee plant It 
can best be compared to the 
Chevy S-10, Fbrd Ranger, and Toy¬ 
ota Tacoma. So lets see what it 
has to offer 

Power. This vehicle is powered 
by a responsive 3.3 liter SOHC 16 
Valve (170 HP @ 4800 Rpm’s) V6 
multi port electronic fuel injected 
gas engine. The block is cast iron 
with aluminum heads. I found it 
to be very adequately powered 
both in town and on the Highway. 
This vehicle is rated to tow 5000 
lb. Beware of getting this vehicle 
with the smaller engine package 
as this is the match. 

Drivetrain. This model was 
equipped with a well performing 
4 speed automatic transmission 
with overdrive and Part time 2 
speed 4X4 that delivers very ade¬ 
quate power in a smooth and qui¬ 
et manor. The maximum tow rat¬ 
ing is for 5000 LB, and unlike 
some of the other compact pick¬ 
ups I have tested, it does have the 
power to tow with passengers and 
caigo on board. If you need more 
towing capacity, you need to be 
looking at a larger and more pow¬ 
erful truck. This is a strong com¬ 
pact pickup truck. 

Handling. Equipped with pow¬ 
er assist forward disk and aft 
drum brakes, power assisted t 
steering , 3 channel and 4 sensor 
rear anti-lock brakes, It has good 
stopping power Steering is power 
assisted recirculating ball rated at 
17.6 and tested at 39 feet Suspen¬ 
sion is good. The front suspension 
is a double wishbone with stabi¬ 
lizing bar The rear suspension is 
solid axle with leaf spring suspen- 
sioa I found the ride to be pleas¬ 
ant, enjoyable, and very respon¬ 
sive. 

Gas Mileage. It is rated as 15 
MPG city and 19 MPG Highway 
and estimated annual fuel cost of 
$1,014: The recommended fuel is 
unleaded regular I used the truck 


for a week and was averaged in 
the middle of these ranges. This 
model comes with a 19.4 US gal¬ 
lon capacity 

Safety. The Frontier has the 
standard 2nd generation due; 
airbags with a passenger side 
on/off switch. The passengers are 
protected by steel pipe side door 
panel protectors, energy absorb¬ 
ing steering wheel and front 
crumple zones. The seat belts are 
comfortable and visibility is very 
good. Together with the handling 
and power attributes, I believe 
this to be a product dedicated to 
safety. I am not an advocate of the 
aft jump seats as I do not feel 
these to be safe. A compact pick¬ 
up is not a “family car”, but in a 
pinch I would use the jumpseats. 

As always with my demo, 
I was not allowed the privilege of 
crash testing. This vehicle has 
Driver and Passenger airbags, 
steel side door protection beams, 
an energy absorbing steering 
wheel, comfortable seat belts, 
front and rear head rests. While 
driving I felt comfortable that the 
vehicle was responsive and that it 
had no major blind spots. The 
Dashboard Instrumentation. 
My demo had the usual basics 
and the design was driver friend¬ 
ly. The dashboard instrumenta¬ 
tion was both functional and at¬ 
tractive. Specifically, the Frontier 
is equipped with a speedometer, 
Tach, LCD odometer, and digital 
clock on the audio display. 

Comfort As the driver I would 
give this vehicle high marks for 
comfort In many ways it has the 
comfort of a passenger car I loved 
the storage capacity of the back 
seat extended cab. I would not 
recommend putting passengers in 
the back, while it has two side fac¬ 
ing jumpseats. There was more 
then ample room to store tools, 
transport groceries, and other 
items that typically in other non 
extended cab pickup trucks must 
ride in the passenger seating 
area. In regards to getting in and 
out, leg room, I was very pleased. 
The climate control was wonder¬ 
ful and the sound system was very 
good. My demo had the premium 
audio with CD and cassette, five 


speakers, and 100 watts of power 
with a DOLBY noise reduction 
system. I would give this truck 
good grades in this area 

Other Miscellaneous Ameities. 

I loved the'style and aesthet¬ 
ics of this vehicle. The solid Plat¬ 
inum paint job has a wonderful 
look and the body style is rich. 
The interior had a tough, and 
very attractive cloth interior. It 
had cruise control and power 
windows and remote door lock¬ 
ing, power side view mirrors and 
tinted windows. The vehicle had 
a manual sunroof, the bed had a 
over the rail bedliner, With the 
easy to use 4WD, it was packed 
full of amenities. 

The bottom line. I loved my 
time with this truck and it was 
hard to give up the keys I like to 
buy American and I like to tell my 
friends to buy American. This 
built in the US import is a good 
product, and I like it I honestly 
could not find anything negative 
to say about this vehicles. The 
suggested list price tag on this 
model was $24,017 which is what 
one expects to pay for a compact 
pickup truck of this caliber This 
product has more amenities then 
some of the American 1998 mod¬ 
els we tested. If your in the mar¬ 
ket for a new pick up, I suggest 
you consider this product. And 
pet owners, this vehicle got the 
big paws up from my K9 test asso¬ 
ciate, Simba I have to say it again, 
I liked this truck.
